sweat-boxes. \ For sweat-foxes I am 
using ordinary orange packing-box-s, 
which bold forty or fifty pounds each. 

These are more convenient to handle | 
than the very large boxes in use else- 

where, and answer equally well. The 
boxes are piled up on top of une an- 
other and it is hot necessary to provide 
for ventilation between them. I never 
found any heat generated in our boxes }. 
in swerting. We leave the raisins in 
the boxes about a week. Two weeks 
wonld be better, but we are generally 
anxious to get to packing aid we cut 
the time short. e raisins will cure 
just as well in the shipping boxes, 
only there is danger that, if they are 
paked too moist, they will crush and 
suil che papers. 


PACKING. 

“Weemploy women largely in pack- 
ing raisins in the boxes. Hitherto 
we have had about 25 packers at 
work, but. this season we expect to 
have 75 or 80, or possibly 100, The 
raisins are pressed in five-pound 
frames and inserted in the boxes in 
layers according to the usual methods. 
We put them up in five, ten and 
twenty~pound box s; mostly the last.
